Off  the  mark 


Assessment  of  the  first  national  promotion  of  the 
Care  chemist  group  must  be  in  two  parts — the 
promotion  itself  and  the  national  advertising.  The 
ormer  at  first  sight  seems  to  have  been  a  great  success, 
and  many  members  are  reporting  encouraging  sales 
boosts. 

But  has  the  advertising  come  unnecessarily  early 
with  the  number  of  outlets  only  recently  passing  the 
2,000  mark?  The  public  know  where  to  find  the 
nearest  Boots,  Tesco,  etc.,  but  they  have  yet  to  find 
their  Care  chemist.  The  campaign  might  have  had 
more  impact  if  he  had  been  there  to  find.  Certainly  in 
.ondon  and  some  other  areas  customers  whose 
interest  was  aroused  by  last  week's  advertising  may 
have  needed  a  full  petrol  tank  to  play  "Spot  the  Care 
chemist". 

London  chemists  lack  the  low  cost  distribution 
service  "carrot"  of  course,  and  recruitment  is  still  being 
organised.  But  the  advertising  does  not  seem  to  have 
provoked  inquiries  of  the  "non-Care"  independents, 
and  in  Care  outlets  the  customer  has  in  general 
accepted  the  bargain  gratefully  without  questioning 
the  source.  Indeed,  one  Midlands  pharmacist  reported 
being  almost  sold  out — before  the  advertising  broke. 

Competition 

The  first  advertisement  in  the  Daily  Mirror  faced 
competition  itself.  Four  pages  earlier  the  Fine  Fare 
chain  offered  Scotties  Harmony  tissues  at  ^p  less  than 
Care,  and  Co-operative  pharmacies  (et  tu  Brute  ?) 
offered  Johnsons  baby  powder  at  1  p  less  on  the 
Jnext  "spread". 

Since  manufacturers  are  usually  heavily  committed 
in  promotions  involving  their  products  (and  paying 
much  of  the  advertising  costs)  some  very  pertinent 
questions  may  be  asked  and  members  will  want  to 
know  the  answers. 

So  far  the  value  of  this  first  advertising  must  be  in 
some  doubt,  but  if  it  gives  confidence  to  those  already 
committed  to  Care  and,  more  important,  tips  the  scales 


for  the  waverers,  it  will  have  served  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  apparently  designed. 

Our  heritage 

1975  has  been  designated  as  European  Architectural 
Heritage  Year  by  the  Council  of  Europe.  In  1970  the 
Council  sponsored  the  successful  European 
Conservation  Year,  focusing  attention  on  the  need  to 
conserve  the  national  environment.

To  awaken  the  interest  of  Europeans  in  their 

common  architectural  heritage. 

To  protect  and  enhance  buildings  and  areas  of 

architectural  or  historic  interest. 

To  conserve  the  character  of  old  towns  and 

villages. 

To  assure  for  ancient  buildings  a  living  role  in 
contemporary  society. 

Throughout  Europe  national  committees  are  now  at 
work  and  among  the  pilot  projects  in  the  UK  are 
some  in  Chester,  Fife,  Edinburgh  New  Town,  and 
Poole.  Grants  are  available  for  a  whole  range  of 
purposes  including  the  preparation  of  townscapes  and 
conservation  studies,  measures  to  reduce  traffic  and 
parking  in  "architecturally  sensitive"  areas,  the 
creation  of  pedestrian  precincts  and  the  restoration  of 
old  buildings. 

As  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  has  recently  stated, 
there  is  no  town,  village,  or  housing  estate  in  the 
country  which  cannot  do  something  to  help,  even  if  it 
only  consists  of  making  the  place  cleaner  and  tidier. 

As  a  profession,  pharmacy  has  done  much  to 
ensure  that  its  history  has  been  protected  and 
preserved.  It  has,  however,  depended  on  the 
vigilance  of  enthusiastic  individuals;  Heritage  Year 
should  encourage  more  to  become  active  and  ensure 
that  official  help  is  available  when  appropriate. 


Business  Q& A 


/  took  stock  in  March  to  recover 
purchase  tax  paid.  Naturally  I  had 
to  take  account  then  of  the  full 
cost.  Some  of  the  items,  though, 
are  quite  old  photographic  stock 
and  I  doubt  if  they  are  today 
worth  cost.  In  any  case  I  have  re- 
covered the  purchase  tax  part  of 
the  cost.  What  value  should  I  put 
on  them  for  stocktaking  for  my 
accounts  next  month? 

The  general  principle  of  "Cost  or  lower 
market  value"  for  stock  valuation  is  un- 
affected by  the  fact  that  to  reclaim  pur- 


chase tax  you  had  to  value  these  items  in 
March  at  full  cost.  Now  that  you  have 
recovered  the  purchase  tax,  of  course,  cost 
is  to  be  taken  as  the  balance  of  the  cost, 
so  that  the  principle  for  this  purpose  be- 
comes "Cost  net  of  purchase  tax  recovered, 
or  lower  market  value"  as  the  basis  for 
stock  valuation. 

/  recently  sold  my  business  which 
consisted  of  a  small  pharmacy 
and  living  accommodation  over 
the  top.  I  lived  in  the  flat  for  about 
20  years.  Now  that  I  have  sold  the 
premises  do  I  have  to  pay  capital 
gains  tax? 

You  are  liable  for  capital  gains  tax  only 
in  respect  of  that  part  of  the  premises 
which  was  used  for  business.  As  your  sole 
or  main  dwelling,  the  flat  is  exempt. 
Various  factors  may  affect  the  division  but 


probably  the  simplest  way  to  divide  gain 
would  be  on  the  basis  of  the  floor  area, 
only  the  due  proportion  based  thereon 
coming  within  the  tax  net.  Of  this  only 
the  gain  arising  after  April  5  1965  is 
chargeable. 

/  understand  that  directors  can 
now  benefit  from  small  company 
pension  schemes.  Is  this  correct? 

Yes,  this  is  quite  correct.  The  Finance  Act 
1973  removes  the  restrictions  contained  in 
earlier  legislation  by  which  remuneration 
of  controlling  directors  could  not  be  taken 
into  account,  and  pension  schemes  cover- 
ing inter  alia  controlling  directors  could 
not  be  approved.  Thus  these  directors  are 
now  placed  in  the  same  position  as  all 
other  directors,  and  the  controlling  direc- 
tor of  a  small  company  can  now  be  in- 
cluded in  the  company's  pension  scheme. 
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Care  success  swamps 
some  wholesalers 


"A  very  good  response"  is  how  Mr  A. 
Trotman,  managing  director  of  Indepen- 
dent Chemist  Marketing  Ltd,  summed  up 
the  first  week  of  Care's  launch  promo- 
tion. And  with  the  shortage  of  goods,  it 
may  have  been  almost  too  good,  for  Care 
recruitment  in  having  to  be  slowed  down 
in  some  areas. 

In  particular  Care  wholesalers,  Herbert 
Ferryman  Ltd,  Southampton,  have  been 
"swamped  with  business,"  says  Mr  W. 
Cox,  a  director  of  both  Ferryman  and 
ICML.  They  have  moved  from  supply- 
ing 80  chemists  in  December  to  handling 
most  of  the  former  "direct"  business  of 
170  chemists  now.  A  large  part  of  the 
problem  has  been  moving  bulk  —  par- 
ticularly of  NPU  toilet  rolls  of  which 
they  had  a  good  stock  when  the  paper 
shortage  hit  the  supermarkets'  supplies. 
Mr  Cox  says  that  the  quantities  of  this 
item  that  chemists  have  been  selling  should 
give  some  idea  of  the  business  that  had 
been  lost  to  other  outlets. 

Herbert  Ferryman  will  now  concentrate 
on  getting  the  system  to  work  efficiently 
with  existing  customers,  but  expect  to  be 
ready  to  expand  again  in  two  or  three 
months  time.  Mr  Cox  was  "very  confi- 
dent" about  the  future,  and  said  chemists 
were  reporting  a  definite  increase  in  store 
traffic  since  they  made  use  of  the  Care 
merchandising  pack. 

Mr  Trotman  also  reported  retailers  be- 
ing "delighted"  with  the  pack.  There  have 
been  some  "kicks"  about  wholesaler  ser- 
vice, but  the  three-day  week  had  hit  sup- 
plies and  would  also  affect  coming  pro- 
motions. Test  pharmacies  would  be 
monitored  at  the  end  of  February  to 
assess  Care's  success  —  they  have  been 
under  scrutiny  for  two  years,  so  there  was 
a  good  yardstick  for  comparison. 

Pharmacists  in  the  Care  scheme  con- 
tacted by  C&D  confirm  that  the  offers 
were  selling  well,  but  there  seems  to  have 
been  little  reaction  to  "Care"  itself  from 
customers.  Mr  D.  N.  Sharpe,  chairman  of 
ICML  said  that  identification  of  the  sym- 
bol must  necessarily  take  time.  And  com- 
menting on  two  lower  prices  advertised 
in  the  same  issue  of  the  Daily  Mirror  as 
Care's  promotion,  he  pointed  out  that  it 
had  never  been  expected  that  every  price 


New  pharmacy  registrations 

More  new  pharmacies  opened  up  during 
December  than  in  any  other  month  in 
1973 — and  there  was  a  net  gain  to  the 
Society's  register  for  the  first  time  since 
November,  1971. 

Some  45  pharmacies  opened  up  during 
the  month — twice  as  many  as  the  year's 
previous  highest  month,  November — and 
34  closed  down  giving  a  net  gain  of  11 
pharmacies.  Of  the  closures,  four  were  in

Pre-Budget  submission 
by  Chamber  of  Trade

made  to  the  present  rates  of  value  added 
tax  and  that  proposals  implicit  in  the 
sixth  directive  of  the  EEC  Commission 
to  alter  the  present  UK  system  of  10  per 
cent,  zero  rates  and  exemptions  should  be 
resisted." 

The  memorandum  also  states  that  the 
Chamber  would  welcome  the  opportunity 
to  discuss  with  the  Inland  Revenue  cer- 
tain aspects  relating  to  the  small  com- 
panies corporation  tax  and  the  present 
discrimination  against  non-industrial  busi- 
ness premises  in  respect  of  depreciation 
allowances  for  taxation  purposes.

Bayer  campaign  to  protect 
the  environment

control  of  noise,  and  the  harmless  dis- 
posal of  waste  material,  said  Mr  V.  Cav- 
endish-Bentinck  CMG,  chairman  of  Bayer 
UK  Ltd,  last  week.

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Power  ban  is  lifted  for 
medicines  manufacture 


The  Government  has  issued  an  Order, 
effective  midnight  January  28,  freeing 
from  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  three- 
day  Order  the  manufacture  of  most  medi- 
cines (but  not,  for  example,  products  in- 
tended mainly  for  cosmetic  purposes)  and 
the  manufacture  of  packing  materials  and 
containers  for  those  medicines.  The  pro- 
visions are  included  in  an  Order  that 
primarily  permits  companies  to  use  elec- 
tricity on  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day instead  of  on  Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday. 

The  new  Order  is  the  Electricity  (In- 
dustrial and  Commercial  Use)  (Control) 
(Second  Amendment)  Order  1974  (HM 
Stationery  Office,  price  £003.  It  amends 
the  Electricity  (Industrial  and  Commercial 
Use)  (Control)  (Amendment)  Order  1974. 

Chemists'  endorsement  of 
pack  size  to  be  accepted 
during  shortages 

The  Department  of  Health  has  agreed 
that  where  because  of  the  general  short- 
ages of  drugs,  chemists  contractors  are  un- 
able to  obtain  the  common  pack  sizes  of 
Drug  Tariff,  Part  IV  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions an  endorsement  by  the  pharmacist 
indicating  "larger  pack  not  available  .  .  . 
pack  used"  will  be  accepted  by  the  Pricing 
Bureaux  and  payment  certified  on  the 
basis  of  the  pack  used. 

Medicine  bottle  shortage: 
MP  makes  appeal 

A  Midlands  MP  is  so  concerned  about 
the  shortage  of  medicine  bottles  that  he 
is  to  raise  the  issue  in  the  Commons  in  a 
question  to  Sir  Keith  Joseph. 

Mr  P.  Cormack,  MP  for  Cannock, 
Staffordshire,  "I  have  been  approached  by 
chemists  in  my  constituency  who  are  very 
worried  about  the  acute  shortage  there. 
Hardly  any  of  them  have  supplies  in  hand 
for  more  than  a  month's  normal  use." 
Staffordshire  Executive  Council  has  writ- 
ten to  Sir  Keith  urging  him  to  appeal  for 
the  return  of  bottles. 

Mr  Cormack  has  made  a  local  appeal. 
"But  if  we  are  suddenly  hit  by  a  flu 
epidemic  the  country  could  be  in  critical 
difficulties."  Mr.  Cormack  is  the  sponsor 
of  a  Bill  to  give  the  Government  powers 
to  regulate  the  use  of  packaging  materials. 

Mr  Normandale,  director  of  the  Glass 
Manufacturers  Federation,  said  last  week 
that  production  of  glass  containers  for  the 
food  and  drinks  industry  was  in  line  with 
the  glass  companies'  plans,  but  reductions 
in  the  use  of  power  had  hit  the  manufac- 
ture of  bottles  for  pharmaceuticals,  chemi- 
cals and  cosmetics.  Mr  N.  Tyler,  the  Fed- 
eration's assistant  director,  told  C&D  that 


supplies  of  bottle  moulds  from  some 
mould  makers  had  also  been  held  up  by 
the  restrictions.  He  thought  the  general 
production  of  bottles  was  about  the  level 
of  the  same  time  last  year,  but  some  of  the 
production  was  having  to  be  put  into  the 
"buffer"  stocks.  Such  stocks,  which  the 
companies  keep  to  maintain  supplies,  had 
been  severely  depleted. 

Protest  over  doctor's 
remarks 

A  Dublin  pharmacist  has  complained  to 
The  Irish  Medical  Registration  Council 
about  a  doctor's  remarks  on  chemists' 
handwriting. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Council,  Mr  A.  G. 
Allshire  complained  that  a  Sunday  Ex- 
press article — "advice  to  scribbling  chem- 
ists"— say  that  Irish  chemists  should  use 
typewriters  to  label  their  machines  "be- 
cause their  handwriting  is  so  bad".  The 
remarks  are  attributed  to  Dr  Cyril  Daly 
of  Fairview,  Dublin. 

While  Mr  Allshire  recognises  that  the 
offensive  comment  had  been  extracted  ver- 
batim from  an  article  written  by  the  doc- 
tor and  appearing  in  Irish  Medical  Times, 
"the  manner  in  which  it  appeared  in  a 
widely-read  Sunday  newspaper  deserves  in 
my  opinion  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of 
your  Council."  He  felt  that  the  article 
"cast  a  slur  on  the  efficiency  of  Irish 
pharmacists"  in  an  "unethical"  manner  and 
calls  for  censure  of  the  doctor. 

Mr  Allshire  has  also  voiced  his  objec- 
tion to  the  extract  to  the  Minister  for 
Health  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland.  The  matter  will  be  discussed  at 
the  next  Council  meeting. 

New  trinitrin  formulation 
'gives  better  stability' 

Parke,  Davis  research  workers  in  the 
USA  claim  to  have  produced  stabilised 
glyceryl  trinitrate  tablets. 

An  article  by  Salvatore  A.  Fusari  pub- 
lished in  Journal  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences,  December  1973,  describes  the 
production  and  testing  of  a  new,  moulded, 
stabilised,  sublingual  nitroglycerin  tablet. 
The  article  claims  that  the  tablet  shows 
the  same  bioavailability  as  conventional 
tablets  "but  with  the  advantage  of  mar- 
kedly improved  stability"  —  maintaining 
content  uniformity  for  long  periods,  even 
at  raised  temperatures  —  "thus  assuring 
a  more  uniform  and  predictable  dose". 

A  previously-published  paper  indicated 
that  the  problem  with  the  conventional 
tablets  starts  with  the  manufacturing  pro- 
cess —  glyceryl  trinitrate  may  be  brought 
to  the  tablet  surface  during  the  drying 
process  and  so  become  available  for  loss 
or  migration  by  slow  volatilisation.  To  try 


and  overcome  such  an  effect,  a  water- 
soluble,  nonvolatile  fixing  agent  was 
added  to  the  usual  formulation.  Short  term 
experiments  performed  on  the  new  for- 
mulation included  bioavailability,  effects 
of  high  vacuum,  and  different  storage 
conditions.  At  the  time  of  submission  of 
the  paper,  long-term  stability  tests  were 
still  in  progress. 

Radiochemical  centre: 
decision  on  shares 

There  will  be  a  public  flotation  of  shares 
in  the  Radiochemical  Centre,  but  the 
Government  and  the  Atomic  Energy 
Authority  will  retain  at  least  51  per  cent 
of  the  voting  shares. 

Announcing  that  in  the  Commons  last 
week  Mr  Patrick  Jenkin,  the  Minister  for 
Energy,  said  that  the  shares  were  at  pre- 
sent held  entirely  by  the  Atomic  Energy 
Authority.  In  the  light  of  a  report  by 
Messrs  N.  M.  Rothschild  &  Sons  Ltd,  the 
Government  and  the  Authority  had  con- 
sidered the  alternatives  and  had  decided 
on  a  public  floatation.  However,  the  com- 
pany will  complete  the  introduction  of  an 
improved  system  of  product  costing  and 
obtain  two  years  accounts  based  on  it 
before  the  floatation  takes  place. 

The  Radiochemical  Centre  Ltd  —  pro- 
ducers of  radiopharmaceuticals  and  medi- 
cal radiation  sources — had  sales  of  £7-6m 
in  1972/73  of  which  nearly  70  per  cent 
was  in  exports. 

Geigy  support  for  research 
into  aging 

With  a  grant  of  £175,000  over  seven  years, 
Geigy  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  are  to  finance 
a  new  research  unit  into  the  process  and 
problems  of  growing  old,  the  only  one 
of  its  kind  in  the  UK,  at  the  University 
of  Manchester.  Its  establishment  is  a  major 
development  in  the  University's  pro- 
gramme of  pioneering  work  in  the  field 
of  geriatric  medicine.  The  director  of  the 
unit  will  be  Professor  John  Brocklehurst, 
who  was  the  first  professor  of  geriatric 
medicine  in  England  when  he  was  appoint- 
ed in  1970. 

To  be  known  as  the  Geigy  Unit  for 
Research  into  Aging  it  will  form  part  of 
the  University  Department  of  Geriatric 
Medicine.  Its  work  will  fall  into  two  main 
parts,  biological  and  behavioural,  each 
under  the  control  of  a  specially-appointed 
scientist. 

Regulations  published 
on  community  councils 

Provisions  for  the  establishment  of  Com- 
munity Health  Councils,  their  membership 
and  proceedings,  are  given  in  the  National 
Health  Service  (Community  Health  Coun- 
cils) Regulation  1973  (HM  Stationery  Office. 
1973  No.  2217,  £0-11). 

The  duties  of  the  Councils  include  keep- 
ing under  review  the  operation  of  the 
health  service  in  their  district  and  make 
recommendations  for  the  improvement  of 
such  services.  They  will  not  have  the  right 
to  enter  and  inspect  premises  "made  avail- 
able to  persons"  providing  pharmaceutical 
services  "without  having  first  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  persons  providing  such  ser- 
vices." 
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'Ask  your 
pharmacist 
about  coughs' 

The  need  to  seek  the  advice  of  a  pharma- 
cist before  buying  a  cough  remedy  was 
stressed  in  a  radio  programme  last  week. 

The  presenter  in  the  You  and  Yours 
programme  on  BBC  radio  4  said  that  when 
a  person  goes  to  a  chemists,  he  is  met 
with  a  "bewildering  variety"  of  pastilles 
and  medicines  at  a  wide  range  of  prices. 
The  otc  remedies  were  said  to  be  in  four 
categories :  soothing  mixtures  and  pastilles, 
pastilles  containing  antiseptics  or  antibio- 
tics, expectorant  mixtures,  or  those  con- 
taining suppressant  drugs. 

Many  proprietary  brands  contained  mix- 
tures of  a  soothing  liquid,  a  decongestant, 
an  expectorant  and  a  suppressant.  "So 
you  really  need  professional  advice",  said 
the  presenter,  "and  the  man  to  ask  is  the 
pharmacist  in  your  local  chemist's  shop". 

A  pharmacist,  Mr  W.  Burt,  was  inter- 
viewed, and  he  explained  that  he  would 
first  attempt  to  find  out  the  seriousness  of 
the  cough.  Professor  A.  H.  Beckett,  head 
of  Chelsea  School  of  Pharmacy,  explained 
the  action  of  suppressants  and  their  side 
effects. 

Summing  up,  the  presenter  advocated 
that  pastilles  or  a  mixture  containing  gly- 
cerin or  glycerin  and  honey  will  help 
soothe  away  the  irritation.  Antiseptics  or 
antibiotics  were  not  of  much  help  unless 
an  infection  was  irritating  the  throat.  An 
expectorant  was  recommended  for  a  "thick 
phlegmy  cough"  —  proprietary  brands 
cost  around  20p  "but  if  you  ask  your 
chemist  for  Mist  Expect,  he'll  rustle  up 
his  own  mixture  for  some  15p".  Popular 
brands  containing  suppressants  were  sug- 
gested for  coughs  which  kept  people  awake 
at  night. 

Steam  inhalation  with  menthol  crystals 
or  Friars  balsam  was  given  as  "one  of  the 
most  effective  and  far  cheaper  remedies  — 
but  not  as  convenient  as  a  packet  of  pas- 
tilles in  the  pocket".  Dr  Beckett  repeated 
the  advice  to  seek  a  pharmacist's  advice 
as  he  could  refer  the  person  to  a  doctor 
if  necessary  and  also  stress  certain  im- 
portant points. 

New  society  for 
phenylketonuria 

A  society  has  been  set  up  to  help  children 
suffering  from  phenylketonuria. 

Mr  Brian  Smith,  chairman  of  the 
National  Society  for  Phenylketonuria  and 
Allied  Disorders,  said  parents  of  PKU 
children  often  have  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  special  foods  required.  Pharmacies  are 
sometimes  reluctant  to  stock  these  pro- 
ducts as  there  is  little  demand  for  them, 
he  said.  One  of  the  aims  of  the  society 
is  to  set  up  a  central  purchasing  depot 


where  parents  can  buy  supplies  by  mail 
order. 

There  is  confusion  over  which  foods  are 
available  on  prescription  and  some  doctors 
are  reluctant  to  prescribe  large  quantities 
at  once  for  fear  of  overspending  their 
budgets,  said  Mr  Smith. 

There  are  some  550  children  in  the  UK 
suffering  from  the  disease  and  about  80 
parents  have  expressed  interest  in  the 
society  whose  first  general  meeting  is  to 
be  held  later  in  the  spring.  Details  from

Gold  jewellery  may  aid 
diagnosis  of  diabetes 

Black  marks  appearing  on  the  skin  under 
gold  rings  and  bracelets  could  be  an  early 
warning  sign  for  diabetes. 

As  part  of  a  study  being  carried  out  at 
Guy's  Hospital,  London,  the  British  Dia- 
betic Association  are  asking  their  45,000 
members  if  they  have  ever  noticed  these 
marks.  Lady  Robinson,  wife  of  Sir  Peter 
Robinson,  a  Nobel  prize-winning  chemist, 
found  that  gold  jewellery  stained  her  skin. 
When  she  was  later  diagnosed  as  diabetic 
and  stabilised  on  insulin  the  marks  dis- 
appeared. Her  suspicions  that  the  marks 
were  related  to  her  disease  were  increased 
when  she  took  a  massive  dose  of  glucose 
and  the  marks  returned.  According  to  the 
Association,  the  Worshipful  Company  of 
Goldsmiths  have  also  had  complaints 
about  such  staining  and  are  taking  part  in 
the  study. 

The  Association  says  little  is  known 
about  why  the  marks  appear.  One  possible 
explanation  is  that  fatty  acids  in  the  skin 
could  cause  separation  of  the  gold  from 
its  base  metals.  The  gold  could  then  be 
worn  away  leaving  lines  of  fine  black 
particles  on  the  skin.

Mr  Laurie  Pavitt  asked  the  Secretary  of 
State,  Social  Services  for  his  estimate  of 
the  total  cost  of  the  four  journals  sent 
free  of  charge  by  drug  companies  to  gen- 
eral practitioners  in  England  each  week, 
the  two  others  sent  each  fortnight,  the 
10  others  sent  each  month,  and  two  others 
sent  bi-monthly,  and  of  the  total  expendi- 
ture on  postage  for  the  7,640,000  packets 
mailed.  He  further  asked  if  that  promo- 
tional expenditure  is  itemised  in  the 
accounts  which  he  negotiates  upon  in 
the  Voluntary  Price  Regulation  Scheme.

The  Trustee- , 
feel  the  main  opportunities  lie  in  link 
between  the  basic  sciences  and  clinica ! 
problems  in  foetal  disorders,  mental  dis 
orders,  dermatology,  gastroenterology  anc 
surgery,  although  research  need  not  b<| 
limited  to  these  topics. 

So  far  the  response  has  been  good.  D

the  format  and  the  efficacy  of  the  Data 
Sheet  Compendium  1974,  and  if  he  would 
consider  issuing  regulations  under  fhf 
Medicines  Act  to  have  a  common  formal 
and  to  make  such  a  compendium  com- 
prehensive for  all  drugs  prescribed  undei 
the  NHS.  He  also  asked  if  Sir  Keith  would 
negotiate  with  the  five  major  suppliers  whc 
have  refused  to  join  the  scheme. 

Sir  Keith  Joseph  replied  that  regulations 
under  which  the  Compendium  was  pro- 
duced require  that  each  entry  in  a  data 
sheet  compendium  must  have  a  common 
format  and  a  standard  set  of  headings. 
While  companies  are  required  to  issue  data 
sheets  for  products  promoted  to  practi- 
tioners, participation  in  a  compendium  is 
not  compulsory,  and  he  had  no  proposals 
for  such  changes  in  the  regulations.  It 
was  for  companies  themselves  to  decide 
whether  to  participate  in  the  compendium.

Topical  reflections 
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Cut  prices 


It  will  be  readily  admitted  that,  although  the  public  has  probably  known 
him  for  years,  the  past  week  has  not  offered  the  ideal  opportunity  for 
meeting  its  new  Care  chemist.  I  have  now  had  a  look  at  the  national 
promotion  and  its  presentation,  and  although  I  had  reservations  from  the 
beginning  I  never  for  one  moment  anticipated  such  a  distasteful  and 
undignified  affair  as  that  with  which  we  are  faced.  I  am  not  surprised  that 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  taken  exception  to  the 
general  tone  of  the  advertising. 

In  a  recent  issue  you  published  a  table  of  prices  in  which  those  of  Care, 
Boots,  and  Tesco  were  compared.  The  table  was  compiled  by  Independent 
Chemists  Marketing  Ltd,  and  it  was  designed  to  show  how  much  the 
customer  would  save  by  buying  a  fixed  and  limited  list  of  goods  from  the 
"Care"  chemist.  The  "comparison"  listed  the  prices  charged  at  Boots  and 
Tesco  "as  at  January  12"  and  showed  the  benefit  of  buying  from  the  new 
Care  chemist  between  January  21  and  February  2.  The  saving  (assuming 
that  Boots  and  Tesco  make  no  alteration  to  their  January  12  prices — and 
that  may  be  assuming  a  good  deal)  is  stated  to  be  29p  for  the  range  of 
goods  advertised  amounts  to  £2.29i  from  the  man  you've  probably  known 
for  years — provided  you  go  between  January  21  and  February  2. 
Thereafter,  presumably,  you  will  pay  £2.59.  Or  will  you  ?  I  don't  know,  any 
more  than  the  public  knows  at  the  present  time. 

And,  of  course,  if  what  you  require  during  that  period  is  not  on  the 
advertised  list,  you  might  do  well  to  have  a  look  at  Boots  or  Tesco  before 
buying  from  your  Care  chemist.  That  way  you  might  save  29p.  And  the 
trust  in  Care  value  may  be  shaken  just  a  little. 

I  understand  that  there  are  pharmacist  directors  associated  with 
ICML  and  that  ICML  is  itself  associated  with  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  and  the  NPU  is  closely  concerned  in  the  matter  of  negotiating 
professional  fees  for  the  pharmacist  in  the  National  Health  Service.  The 
ramifications  are  involved,  and  I  feel  disturbed  that  my  professional  liveli* 
hood  should  be  in  any  way  associated  with  such  commercialism  as  that 
displayed  in  the  methods  and  in  the  advertising. 

The  market  place 

The  latest  development  in  the  form  of  competition  run  by  Co-operative 
Society  pharmacies  is  just  one  further  step  towards  regarding  drugs  and 
medicines  as  articles  of  commerce,  to  all  which  any  inducement  is 
regarded  as  legitimate.  Everything  of  the  kind  makes  it  imperative  for 
pharmacy  to  divorce  itself  from  the  supermarket  and  street  trading 
mentality  and  to  remind  itself  that  its  primary  purpose  is  to  supply 
medicines  to  the  needs  of  the  public  and  to  take  its  rightful  place  in  the 
National  Health  Service,  unencumbered  by  the  ambition  to  cut  the  feet 
from  Boots  and  Tesco.  It  is  not  in  that  direction  the  pharmacist  must  look 
for  its  salvation. 

How  much  stronger  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  position  would  have 
been  in  the  recent  developments  if  it  had  taken  active,  rather  than  passive, 
notice  of  the  resolution  put  up  by  Finchley  last  May  and  accepted  by  the 
branch  representatives  as  the  wish  of  that  meeting. 

We  seem  to  be  dangerously  close  to  a  complete  rundown  of  professional 
aspiration  at  the  present  time,  despite  the  admission  that  circumstances 
have  gone  against  the  promotional  plans  of  Care  and  that  the  spectre  of  a 
suspension  of  national  product  promotion  looms  ever  larger.  Such  an 
event  might  allow  time  for  a  complete  reconsideration  of  the  whole 
scheme,  which  appears  to  have  been  conceived  without  a  full  appreciation 
of  all  that  is  involved.  That  would,  I  feel  sure,  meet  with  a  large  measure  of 
approval. 
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ICC  capture  'young'  market 

International  Chemical  Co  claim  that  in 
the  past  four  years  "remarkable  progress" 
has  been  achieved  in  the  marketing  of  their 
range  of  cosmetics  and  toiletries.  The 
claim  was  made  at  the  company's  diamond 
jubilee  sales  conference  when  it  was 
announced  that  between  1969-72  the  num- 
ber of  women  using  Immac  had  increased 
by  18  per  cent,  and  that  between  1970- 
72  the  number  using  Anne  French  pre- 
parations increased  by  75  per  cent. 

The  results,  it  was  said,  were  achieved 
by  using  a  combination  of  sound  market- 
ing planning  and  the  use  not  only  of  the 
popular  women's  magazines,  but  of  those 
directed  towards  young  women  (women 
in  the  15-29  age  group  spend  most  money 
on  cosmetics  and  toiletries — an  estimated 
£750  million  a  year).  That  ICC  have  cap- 
tured a  share  of  this  highly  lucrative 
young  market  can  be  seen  from  the  fol- 
lowing breakdown: — Immac  users  in  the 
13-18  group  have  increased  by  32  per  cent; 
19-24  up  16  per  cent;  and  25-34  up  38 
per  cent.  More  strikingly,  Anne  French 
products  show  a  250  per  cent  increase  in 
the  13-15  age  group,  71  per  cent  in  the 
16-18  group,  60  per  cent  in  the  19-24 
group,  and  100  per  cent  in  the  25-34 
group. 

Competition  for  retailers 

A  promotion  linked  to  in-store  displays  of 
Jordon  toothbrushes  has  been  launched 
by  Wilkinson  Sword  Ltd,  Sword  House, 
Totteridge  Road,  High  Wycombe.  Called

television,  a  £150  holiday  voucher,  and 
watches.  Representatives  will  be  calling  on 
chemists  during  the  promotion  to  give  out 
the  free  sealed  prize  envelopes  to  those 
retailers  who  have  their  stock  of  Jordon 
toothbrushes  properly  sited  on  a  Jordon 
gondola — obtainable  from  the  makers.

'Co-ordination'  not  'supervision' 
for  area  pharmacists 


A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Health- 
concerning  the  amended  job  description 
sent  to  candidates  for  the  post  of  area 
pharmacist  by  the  Northern  Health  and 
Social  Services  —  was  discussed  at  the 
January  Council  meeting  at  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland. 

The  letter  stated  that,  shortly  after  the 
amendment  to  the  job  description  was 
issued,  (see  C&D  January  5/12,  p. 19),  De- 
partment officers  had,  before  the  Council's 
letter  was  received,  discussed  the  matter 
with  officers  of  the  Northern  Board.  As 
a  result  agreement  was  reached  to  omit 
the  word  "supervise"  so  that  item  three 
would  read  "The  chief  administrative 
medical  officer  to  the  Board  will  co-ordin- 
ate the  activities  of  the  area  pharmacist 
with  those  of  the  other  disciplines  con- 
cerned in  the  provision  of  medical  ser- 
vices". 

The  Northern  Board  officers  had  assured 
the  Department  that  the  references  in  item 
four  to  requests  to  attend  meetings  of  the 
area  executive  team  were  added  simply 
to  explain  the  mechanism  whereby  attend- 
ance of  the  area  pharmacist  at  team  meet- 
ings would  be  arranged.  There  was  no  in- 
tention of  refusing  a  request.  It  was 
accepted  that  the  area  pharmacist  should 
participate  in  the  work  of  the  area  execu- 
tive team  when  matters  related  to  pharma- 
ceutical services  were  to  be  considered.  It 
was  understood  that  the  job  description 
had  been  amended  accordingly  and  that 
the  applicants  had  been  advised.  The  presi- 
dent said  they  appreciated  very  much  the 
prompt  action  taken  by  the  Department 
officers. 

A  request  from  the  Northern  Ireland 
branch  of  the  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharma- 
cists for  a  meeting  with  representatives  of 
the  Council  was  agreed.  The  meeting  is 
to  be  held  on  February  11. 

Health  centres 

A  copy  of  the  letter  sent  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  to  the  Contractors  Com- 
mittee regarding  pharmaceutical  accommo- 
dation in  health  centres  was  read.  The 
secretary  said  a  meeting  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  and  the  Contractors 
Committee  had  been  arranged  for  January 
31  and  he  had  been  asked  to  extend  an 
invitation  to  every  member  of  Council  to 
attend. 

Mr  J.  Kerr  said  the  officials  of  the  De- 
partment were  anxious  to  discuss  the 
specifications  for  health  centre  accommo- 
dation contained  in  the  health  centre 
design  guide.  Much  more  information  was 
now  available  about  health  centre  pharma- 
cies and  more  realistic  figures  could  be 
made  available  for  guidance. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  in  a 
letter,  said  they  had  received  information 
that  a  pharmaceutical  company  in  Great 
Britain   had   forwarded   uncooked  hams 


packed  in  Cellophane  to  chemists  in  the 
province  before  Christmas  1973.  It  was 
an  offence  to  import  cooked  or  uncooked 
hams  (not  in  tins)  into  Northern  Ireland 
and  the  letter  asked  that  members  of  the 
Society  should  be  so  informed.  Several 
members  said  that  they  were  unaware  that 
hams,  cooked  or  uncooked,  were  supplied 
otherwise  than  through  a  Northern  Ire- 
land curing  company.  The  president  said 
that,  as  one  who  had  not  received  a  ham, 
he  thought  the  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turing company  should  also  be  acquainted 
of  the  restriction. 

The  accounts  of  the  Northern  Ireland 
Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1973,  were  received. 
Income  amounted  to  £2,049  02  and  includ- 
ed the  sum  of  £1,257-85  received  from  the 
president's  appeal.  Grants  totalled 
£1,677-96  and  the  excess  of  income  over 
expenditure  was  £371-06.  The  total  assets 
of  the  Fund  amounted  to  £12,751-85. 

It  was  agreed  to  impress  the  Society's 
seal  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  (General)  Regulations 
1974.  The  secretary  explained  that  follow- 
ing the  preparation  of  draft  to  amend  the 
principal  regulations  in  order  to  recognise 
as  practical  training  service  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmacy  of  the  Queen's  Univer- 
sity of  Belfast  undertaken  by  a  full-time 
member  of  staff  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Professor  of  Pharmacy — it  had  been 
decided  to  rescind  the  principal  regula- 
tions. They  had  been  amended  on  several 
occasions  since  1967  and  the  intention  was 
to  re-enact  the  legislation  in  regulations. 

Other  changes 

The  opportunity  had  been  taken  to  make 
certain  other  changes.  The  amount  of  the 
fee  for  registration  as  a  student  and  of  the 
student's  retention  fee  would  be  reduced. 
In  addition,  whereas  previously  a  student 
who  had  attempted  the  final  degree  ex- 
amination could  undergo  practical  train- 
ing, it  was  proposed  that  training  under- 
taken by  graduates  only  would  be  recog- 
nised in  future.  The  1967  regulations  also 
kept  in  force  the  regulations  made  in  1959 
and  these  would  have  to  be  retained  for 
another  four  months  to  allow  a  student 
qualifying  through  the  Society's  diploma 
to  complete  the  requirements  for  registra- 
tion as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Effect 
would  also  be  given  to  the  proposal  to 
recognise  service  by  a  full-time  member 
of  staff  in  the  Department  of  Pharmacy 
under  the  supervision  of  the  professor  of 
pharmacy  as  practical  training.  Attention 
was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  as  and  from 
January  1,  1974,  regulations  made  by  the 
Council  would  be  referred  to  as  Statutory 
Rules  of  Northern  Ireland,  not  Statutory 
Rules  and  Orders.  It  was  hoped  that  the 
new  regulations  would  come  into  force 
early  in  March. 
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The  number  of  credit  exemptions  grant- 
ed to  pharmacists  reading  for  degrees  with 
the  Open  University  was  raised  by  Mr  J. 
A.  Boyle.  He  said  he  understood  pharma- 
cists were  granted  one  credit  exemption 
whereas  teachers  obtained  three  exemp- 
tions and  physiotherapists  two.  He  asked 
why  pharmacists  were  at  a  disadvantage. 

The  secretary  said  the  matter  had  been 
taken  up  with  the  Credit  Exemptions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Open  University  some  years 
ago.  The  information  he  had  been  given 
was  that  a  credit  exemption  was  granted 
for  a  year  of  full-time  academic  study. 
The  pharmacists  concerned  at  the  time 
had  qualified  under  regulations  requiring 
part-time  study  for  the  Society's  Part  1 
examination  and  full-time  study  for  one 
year  for  the  Part  II  examination.  He  had 
put  forward  the  view  that  three  years 
part-time  study  should  equate  to  one  year 
of  full-time  study  but  this  had  not  been 
accepted.  Mrs  C.  O'Rourke  said  she  knew 
of  one  lady  who  had  attended  a  class  on 
one  evening  a  week  throughout  two 
academic  years  and  for  that  had  been 
granted  one  credit  exemption.  It  was 
agreed  to  take  the  matter  up  again  with 
the  Open  University. 

Council's  letter 
on  NHS 
pharmacy 
administration 

The  PSNI  Council  is  writing  to  the  Depart- 
ment about  NHS  reorganisation  in  the 
following  terms : 

Council  states  that  the  proposals  for  phar- 
macy are  different  from  those  for  the  other 
health  professions  in  that  there  is  heavy 
dependence  on  volunteer  effort.  General 
practice  pharmacists  comprising  mainly 
one-pharmacist  contractors,  will  find  it  in- 
creasingly difficult  to  devote  the  time  and 
energy  which  the  new  structures  will  re- 
quire if  they  are  to  succeed  in  providing 
properly  integrated  services  to  the  public. 
This  is  particularly  true  for  the  new  Area 
Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Committees, 
where  the  officers,  and  particularly  the 
chairman,  will  have  heavy  commitments  if 
their  committees  are  to  play  a  full  part. 
Without  the  assistance  of  additional  phar- 
maceutical administrative  officers  they  may 
not  be  able  to  function. 

The  pyramidal  structures  of  administra- 
tion adopted  for  the  sister  professions  but 
not  for  pharmacy  have  many  consultative 
and  liaison  links  with  field  workers.  For 
example,  family  doctors  and  the  district 
executive  teams  will  work  closely  together, 
and  at  Area  Board  level  the  family  doctor 
will  participate  in  "programme  planning 
groups"  assisted  by  information  obtained 
by  full-time  medical  administrative  officers. 
No  such  assistance  is  available  to  general 
practice  pharmacists  nor  to  the  chairman 
and  officers  of  the  APAC,  and  there  would 
be  a  lack  of  contractors  coming  forward 
for  posts  cn  committees.  In  the  proposals 
for  covering  out-of-pocket  expenses,  no 
arrangement  has  been  made  (and  a  satis- 
factory arrangement  may  be  impossible)  for 
time  and  energy  and  the  costs  of  study 
in  depth  of  the  problems  caused  by  Board 
Continued  on  p104 
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policies  or  time  spent  on  doing  "home 
work"  for  the  meetings. 

Council  is  firmly  of  the  opinion  that 
there  is  no  case  for  the  extension  of  the 
role  of  APC  (Noel  Hall)  to  any  aspect 
of  general  practice.  Noel  Hall  proposals 
were  for  minimum  staffing  of  the  hospital 
service  and  appointees  would  be  fully 
committed  there.  Personnel  would  be 
appointed  for  their  expertise  in  hospital 
practice  and  would  lack  the  experience  of 
general  practice  necessary  to  allow  fulfil- 
ment of  management  responsibilities  in 
community  pharmacy. 

Council  finds  there  is  sufficient  work- 
load for  the  appointment  of  additional 
posts  of  pharmaceutical  administrative 
officers  and  that  the  role  is  complementary 
to  the  role  of  APC  (Noel  Hall). 

Recommendations 

Pharmaceutical  administrative  officers 
(PAO)  should  have  wide  experience  of 
general  practice.  Ideally  one  should  be 
appointed  to  each  Area  Board  with  the 
APO  (Noel  Hall)  and  pharmaceutical 
officers  of  the  Central  Agency.  They  would 
advise  the  Boards  and  be  accountable  to 
the  Government  pharmacist  acting  as 
regional  pharmacist  in  relation  to  pharma- 
ceutical services  to  the  community  and  the 
integration  of  these  services  with  health 
teams  at  district  and  Area  levels. 

Council  would  urge  an  initial  establish- 
ment of  one  chief  PAO  and  one  deputy, 
progress  to  be  kept  under  review  and  new 
appointments  made  as  necessary.  They 
suggest  the  new  appointment  be  made  to 
the  Eastern  Board  but  that  CAPO  and 
his  staff  should  have  province-wide  respon- 
sibility for  the  following  job  specification. 

Responsibility  for  co-ordination  and 
management  of  general  practice  pharmacy. 

The  CPAO  and  PAO  to  have  the  right 
of  attendance  at  the  "programme  planning 
group"  and  at  any  of  the  area  or  district 
executive  team  meetings  when  any  matter 
which  in  their  view  affected  pharmaceu- 
tical services  were  discussed. 

In  particular  the  PAO  would  have 
responsibility  for: 

Developing  relationships  between  the 
APACs  and  their  Area  Board;  attendance 
at  all  committee  meetings.  Co-ordinating 
plans  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  community  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices, particularly  with  the  health  centre 
programme  and  other  clinics.  Explaining 
Government  policy,  central  agency  or 
Board  action  to  pharmacists  in  general 
practice  by  working  with  the  APAC  chair- 
man and  APO  (Noel  Hall). 

Providing  the  full-time  assistance  re- 
quired to  give  the  APAC  backgound  in- 
formation they  require  to  study  short  term 
effects  of  present  policies  and  long  term 
requirements  for  pharmaceutical  services. 

To  develop  relationships  with  other 
professions  at  district  and  board  levels. 

Assisting  in  the  dissemination  of  infor- 
mation downward  and  upward. 

Co-operating  with  the  Society,  the  Uni- 
versity and  other  bodies  in  the  continuing 
education  of  pharmacists.  Involvement 
monitoring  and  evaluation  of  pharmaceu- 
tical introduction  of  innovations. 


Professional  care 

Recently  I  was  presented  with  a  prescrip- 
tion calling  for  "Neomycin  pessaries".  As 
far  as  I  could  tell  from  the  literature,  there 
is  no  such  preparation;  so  I  returned  to 
the  customer  to  suggest  that  she  might 
like  to  wait  while  I  tried  to  contact  the 
prescriber.  Before  1  had  a  chance  to  speak 
the  customer  said  "Don't  tell  me,  you 
haven't  got  any  either."  I  explained  the 
position  to  her,  and  offered  to  telephone 
the  prescriber — an  offer  which  she  was 
only  too  grateful  to  accept. 

It  took  three,  brief,  phone  calls  to  con- 
tact the  prescriber  who  was  most  charm- 
ing, explaining  that  he  must  have  been 
thinking  of  "Nystatin"  and  apologised  to 
both  myself  and  the  patient  for  the  in- 
convenience caused.  Incidentally,  I  find 
that  this  is  a  common  reaction  from  pre- 
scribes when  approached  politely. 

The  point  of  the  story  is  that,  for  a 
small  amount  of  effort,  I  gained  an  EC10, 
a  few  sales  from  items  chosen  while  the 
customer  was  waiting  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  goodwill.  Apparently,  the  cus- 
tomer had  been  to  three  "pharmacies"  be- 
fore arriving  here  and  been  told,  simply, 
that  "We  haven't  any".  We  are  staunch 
supporters  of  the  Care  Chemist  scheme  but 
are  still  able  to  be  proud  of  a  pharmacy 
which  boasts  cut-prices  and  yet  maintains 
a  professional  image.  But.  more  important, 
it  boasts  pharmacists  who  are  prepared  to 
put  a  little  effort  into  a  professional  atti- 
tude. If  my  colleagues  who  support  pro- 
fessionalism against  "Care"  were  to 
"Care  about  professionalism,  they  too 
could  gain  goodwill  and  sales.

Generic  prescribing 

I  have  just  read  with  disgust  the  pro- 
position from  a  member  of  Parliament 
that  only  chemical  names  be  used  for  NHS 
drugs.  Mr  Pavitt  has  evidently  never 
worked  in  a  pharmacy,  or  for  that  matter 
in  any  capacity  in  the  National  Health 
Service,  if  he  has  then  he  has  not  been 
observant,  and  if  has  not,  then  he  is 
badly  informed. 

For  his  information  may  I  give  an  ex- 
ample of  an  extreme  but  highly  dan- 
gerous case  which  occurred  in  my  phar- 
macy. A  prescription  was  presented  by  the 
mother  of  a  severely  depressed  young  man. 
The  script  called  for  amitryptyline  25mgm 
and  on  asking  if  the  patient  had  received 
the  red  Saroten  from  the  hospital,  where 
the  patient  had  recently  been  released,  or 
the  yellow  more  widely  used  Tryptizol,  the 
mother  did  not  have  a  clue.  We  gave  the 
yellow,  and  explained  the  position  care- 
fully. 

The  mother  returned  later  and  stated 
that  her  son  was  terribly  distressed  be- 


cause we  had  given  the  wrong  drug,  and 
she  herself  broke  into  tears  in  my  shop 
saying  that  her  son  had  threatened  once 
more  to  take  his  life.  I  could  only  pacify 
this  family  by,  on  the  instructions  of  the 
boy,  telephoning  Whitchurch  hospital  and 
asking  a  certain  Sister,  in  whom  the  boy 
had  complete  confidence  (note  here  the 
way  in  which  nurses  as  well  as  doctors 
play  such  an  important  part  in  treatment) 
to  allay  their  suspicions  that  I  had  in  fact 
given  the  correct  drug  and  dose.  I  found 
also  that  the  boy  had  been  given  a  white 
tablet. 

The  matter  ended  in  the  customer  tak- 
ing the  Tryptizol,  but  I  had  my  doubts 
about  what  would  happen  when  the  next 
prescription  was  written,  and  I  asked  the 
doctors  to  criticise  this  stupid  system  of 
writing  generic  names  for  psychiatric 
patients,  to  the  authorities  concerned. 
However  everyone  was  "too  busy",  and 
that  is  why  I  feel  that  I  must  air  my 
views.  This  may  seem  an  extreme  case, 
but  what  does  a  patient  think  when  a 
pharmacist  in  general  practice  has  to  ask 
"What  was  the  colour  of  the  tablets  that 
you  were  given  last  time?"  I  say  "Drop  it 
Mr  Pavitt.  You  are  showing  your  ignor- 
ance and  will  probably  remain  on  the 
backbench  for  a  long  time  if  you  do  not 
do  your  home-work."

Care  advertising 

I  have  no  doubt  that  Independent 
Chemists  Marketing  Ltd  will  be  delighted 
to  read  the  words  of  praise  accorded  them 
by  your  correspondent  Mr  R.  Hazelhurst 
(last  week  p  77). 

However  not  all  members  of  the  NPU 
are  as  pleased  with  the  scheme  as  he  is. 

From  his  letter  one  gathers  that  the 
merchandising  side  of  the  Care  chemist 
idea  is  satisfactory,  but  it  is  noticeable 
that  Mr  Hazlehurst  makes  no  comment 
regarding  the  use  of  the  title  neither  does 
he  mention  the  advertising. 

It  is  my  personal  opinion  that  this  part 
of  ICML's  scheme  is  unacceptable  to  a 
very  large  number  of  pharmacists 
throughout  the  country.  I  believe  there- 
fore that  the  ruling  on  this  matter,  made 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Ethical 
Committee,  should  be  backed  up  by  all 
pharmacists  who  agree  that  the  name 
used  and  also  the  advertising  is  unethical. 
ICLM  should  not  be  allowed  to  get  away 
with  it  and  thus  create  a  very  dangerous 
precedent.

Impressions  of 
INTERSHOP  74 


by  Ian  Ballestar 

There  was  certainly  no  disappointment  for 
the  visitors  at  the  Intershop  74  exhibition 
this  year.  The  organisers  had  wisely  taken 
two  floors  at  Olympia  and  these  were 
adequately  filled  with  many  things  of  prac- 
tical interest  to  those  shopkeepers  who 
pride  themselves  on  keeping  abreast  with 
the  times  and  not  permitting  current 
worries  to  slow  down  their  sense  of  shop- 
manship  where  the  presentation  of  their 
business  is  concerned.  I  thought  that  there 
was  a  great  deal  on  show  to  interest  the 
chemist. 

I  would  award  high  marks  to  Showrax 
Ltd,  as  being  among  the  best.  These  people 
wanted  to  give  the  impression  of  a  shop- 
ping precinct  which  included  a  chemist's 
shop  —  so  they  took  a  quarter  of  an  acre 
of  space  to  do  it,  and  very  effective  it  was. 
An  impression  of  what  it  was  like  can  be 
gained  from  the  picture  published  in  C&D 
last  week  p.  63. 

Storeplan  Ltd  who  specialise  in  fitting 
out  chemist's  premises  also  made  a  good 
showing. 

'Slot  in  shop' 

The  next  thing  which  attracted  me,  though 
not  completely  new,  was  in  my  opinion 
one  of  the  most  outstanding  developments 
in  modern  shopfitting.  I  refer  to  the 
"Slot-in-Shop"  by  Church  Ltd,  South 
Street,  Reading,  Berks.  As  a  designer  I 
often  regret  the  long  periods  which  must 
be  used  in  the  ordinary  way  for  the  in- 
terior fitting  and  decoration  of  a  shop. 
Weeks,  sometimes   months  are  involved 


and  all  the  while  rent  is  being  paid  and 
business  is  being  interrupted. 

With  the  "Slot-in-Shop"  the  whole 
operation  takes  a  few  days  only.  All  parts 
are  "prefabbed"  and  decorated  to  the  ap- 
proved scheme  and  at  the  word  "go"  the 
entire  premises  are  transformed  piece- 
meal. Wall  linings  go-up,  wall  fittings  are 
installed,  and  these  support  the  clever 
cantilever  type  of  ceiling  which  needs  no 
suspension  whatever,  but  on  the  contrary 
itself  amply  supports  the  ventilation  ducts, 
lighting  conduits,  anti-fire  apparatus  etc  . .  . 
as  well  as  providing  illuminated  panels  for 
the  lighting  of  the  actual  shop.  No  con- 
struction problems,  no  waste  of  time.  This 
to  me  is  a  vast  step  forward  in  efficiency. 

Another  innovation  seen  for  the  first 
time  at  Intershop  this  year,  is  the  Click 
showcase  system.  Virtually  any  shape  or 
size  of  unit  can  be  constructed  with  this 
very  DIY-type  of  system  and  internal  fit- 
tings in  showcases  are  infinitely  adjust- 
able to  height.  All  structures  can  be 
panelled  and  glazed  by  the  use  of  easily 
inserted  plastic  channels  and  units  can  be 
either  free-standing  or  hung  to  walls. 
Doors  may  be  sliding  or  hinged;  all  are 
fitted  with  locks.  Interior  lighting  is  easy 
to  install  and  the  units  are  finished  in  matt 
anodised  silver.  Very  handsome  indeed, 
and  ideal  for  the  more  exotic  cosmetics 
and  perfumes. 

Moving  on  now  to  the  purely  display 
angle  I  was  interested  to  see  a  new 
material,  Purlboard,  available  which  could 
prove  useful  to  the  chemist  in  building  up 
displays  of  small  articles  such  as  cosmetics, 
toothpastes,  etc.  The  material  is  so  light 
that  a  sheet  8ft  long,  4ft  wide  and  2in 
thick  can  be  held  overhead  in  one  hand. 
Yet  it  is  amazingly  tough.  It  is  in  fact  a 
sandwich  of  two  thin  sheets  of  tough 
material  filled  in  to  the  required  thickness 
with  a  material  something  like  polystyrene 
but  not  so  liable  to  crumble.  The  board 
can   be  cut  to  shape  with  an  ordinary 


Stanley  knife  and  the  edges  sealed  with  a 
special  tape.  Display  panels  made  of  this 
would  be  ideal  for  perfumery  and  the  like, 
and  because  it  is  so  absurdly  easy  to  work 
it  is  also  a  time  saver.  It  is  obtainable 
along  with  many  other  display  aids  from 
Bryan  Harrison  Designs  Ltd,  20  Burdett 
Mews,  Belsize  Crescent,  London  NW3 
under  the  general  title  of  Marketerials. 

When  perfumery  and  toiletries  are  in- 
volved in  displays  the  use  of  model  flowers 
can  be  useful.  They  are  not  now  described 
as  "artificial  flowers"  because  this  term 
conjures  up  visions  of  starchy  and  clumsy 
attempts  at  blossom  making  that  one  used 
to  see.  This  is  now  replaced  with  model 
flowers  and  plants  that  can  fool  the  eye  at 
a  couple  of  yards  and  even  closer.  One 
firm,  Greenfingers  Ltd,  of  Brixton  Road 
always  display  some  real  plants  among 
their  models  and  it  is  virtually  impossible 
to  tell  them  apart  without  handling. 
Chorley  Floral  Products  of  Uxbridge  too, 
produce  some  magnificent  models. 

For  quick  and  economical  displays  there 
were  some  hardboard  cubes  and  prisms 
with  9in  square  lops  and  lOin,  20in  and 
30in  high  and  finished  in  white,  I  thought 
they  were  good  value  at  £3-20  per  set  of 
three.  Metallic  finishes  were  a  little  more 
expensive  (Fairfords  Studios  Ltd,  London, 
Wl). 

There  was  really  so  much  to  see  at  the 
exhibition  this  year  that  space  prevents 
me  from  adding  more,  but  I  feel  that  the 
chemist  would  be  well  advised  to  put  it  in 
his  diary  for  next  year  because  it  really 
is  essential  to  keep  up  to  date  with  shop- 
fitting  and  display  methods  which  change 
and  improve  so  fast  today.  Before  then 
however,  there  is  another  shopfitting  and 
display  exhibition,  Shopex,  which  takes 
place  in  September  at  the  Exhibition 
Centre,  Hotel  Metropole,  Brighton.

Sales  by  the 
group  overseas,  up  28  per  cent,  accounted 
for  more  than  half  of  total  sales  for  the 
first  time.

Post  Scripts 


What  is  Gregory's  powder? 

How  may  counter  assistants,  or  for  that 
matter  newly-qualified  pharmacists,  if 
asked  for  Gregory's  powder  would  know 
what  to  supply?  Very  few,  it  is  reasonable 
to  assume.  For  the  uninitiated  and  with 
some  trepidation  of  offending  the  intel- 
ligence of  the  "older"  generation  Gregory's 
powder  is  compound  rhubarb  powder  BPC 
which  also  contains  heavy  and  light  mag- 
nesium carbonate  and  ginger. 

It  could  well  be,  however,  that  applica- 
tions for  Gregory  powder  will  soon  be 
on  the  increase  and  that  if  the  BPC  pow- 
der is  supplied  there  will  be  some  unexpec- 
ted results.  Just  released  is  a  small  book

spices.  A  typical  recipe  for  "liverbits"  is

etc.  The  introduction  to  the  book  describes 
the  powder  as  a  "well  balanced  mixture  of 
14  spices  which  ensures  a  flavour  that  is 
not  too  spice  hot".  However  a  footnote 
mentions  that  any  proprietary  brand  of 
curry  powder  may  be  substituted  which 
gives  a  clue  to  the  contents.
